Additional duties were pla ced upon 
the city engineer’s department by the 
city council in regula r session la st 
night when it w a s ordered tha t here­ 
a fter all ex ca va tions into the streets 
should be done under its supervision. 
The order w a s made to include the 
construction o f priva te dra ins. 
It 
w a s reported that in severa l insta nces 
sm a ll dra ins for cella rs ha ve been 
built and ha ve been unsa tisfa ctory 
a fterw a rds beca use they did not have 
a sufficient degree o f fa ll and it wa s 
n ecessa ry to dig into the street the 
second time to repa ir them. 
The 
council is o f the opinion tha t the city 
engineer should have supervision over 
all ex ca va tions into the streets and 
he ca n give the correct gra des thus 
a voiding unnecessa ry work for the 
property owner. 
The services o f the 
engineer for this purpose are given 
without charge to the property owner. 


Rockstroh, chairm an ot the board 
o f public works, reported tha t 
the 
signa l bell at the Ew ing street cros­ 
sing o f the Southea stern Line wa s 
out o f repair and frequently ra ng for 
severa l hours a t a time, 
lie sa id 
tha t som etim es drivers 
o f vehicles 
a pproa ching the crossing would hear 
the bell ring and would w a it ten or 
fifteen minutes believing that a train 
w a s signa led. 
He sa id this w a s a

there. 
H is motion w a s carried a fter 
other councilmen ex pressed an opin­ 
ion that a watchm an w a s required to 
sa fegua rd persons who used the cros­ 
sing. 
Rockstroh a lso reported tha t the 
w a ter a fter hea vy ra ins backed over 
the sidewa lk at the corner of Fifth 
and Broa dwa y and on his motion the 
street com m issioner under the super­ 
vision o f the engineer wa> instructed 
to make needed repa irs. 
M ay or R oss returned to the coun­ 
cil the resolution providing for the 
va ca tion o f a strip o f Ea st street at 
the request of the Blish Milling Com­ 
pa ny which desires to erect a tem ­ 
pering plant for wheat before it is 
stored in the eleva tors. 
The resolu­ 
tion w a s pa ssed at the previous m eet­ 
ing o f the council a fter a specia l com ­ 
m ittee had reported fa vora bly on the 
request. 
The m a y or sta ted tha t he 
did not object to giving the ground to 
the com pany but refused to sign the 
resolution a s it did not comply with 
the terms o f their agreement subm it­ 
ted to the council. 
He sa id he inter­ 
preted the resolution to mean tha t in 
considera tion for the ground the com ­ 
pa ny would pa ve at its own ex pense 
E a st and Bruce streets and the in­ 
tersection. 
The Blish proposition rea ds: “ We 
would agree to sta nd the ex pense of 
putting in tlie material a greed upon

Renewing their offensive with heavy 
loss the Germans are driving towa rds 
Verdun w est and southw est o f Dou­ 
aumont. 
German fly ers ha ve bom­ 
barded the city and German infa ntry 
are try ing to cut off the French hold­ 
ing Pepper H eights to the north.

DEATH OF STEPHEN. 


First Quarter 


Acts 7: I to 8 : 3. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Be th o u faith fu l u n to d eath , an d I will g iv e th ee 
th e cro wn o f life.—Rev . 2:1 0 . 


Stephen seems to have remained si­ 
lent before his accusers until the high 
priest asked, “ Are these things so? ’ 
Then, beginning with the appearing of 
the God of glory to Abraham, he traced 
the history of Israel down to the time 
of Solomon and the building of the 
temple, passing from that to Him who 
spoke of Himself as the Temple, which 
He said if they destroy ed He would 
raise it up the third day (verses 51-53; 
J ohn 11, 19, 21). 
He referred to the de­ 
lay in the fulfillment of the promise to 
Abraham, the sufferings aDd deliver­ 
ance of J oseph, the people’s refusal of 
Moses, but God's choice of him as de­ 
liverer, and then accused them of con­ 
summating all the iniquity of their 
fathers by murdering the J ust One, 
who had been promised to Abraham 
and Moses and foreshadowed in Isaac 
and J oseph aini Moses and Solomon. 
Although J oseph and Moses were re­ 
fused for a time, God used them when 
the time came, and so He will use the 
rejected, crucified and risen Christ at 
the appointed time. As truly as J oseph 
came to the place of power and Moses 
delivered Israel, so surely shall J esus 
Christ come to the throne of David and 
be king over a redeemed Israel when 
the fullness of time shall have come. 
As usual, the accusation of being the 
murderers of their Messiah cut them 
to the heart (chapter v, 33) and made 


them angry enough to kill Stephen, 
which they succeeded in doing. 
As 
they gnashed on him with their teeth 
(verse 54) he was seemingly oblivious 
to it all, for he saw J esus in glory . The 
expression “ gnashing of teeth” was 
used just seven different times by our 
Lord concerning the torment of the 
lost and alway s concerning those who 
were 
professedly 
religious, 
but not 
really His (Matt. viii. 12; xiii, 42, 50; 
xxii, 13: xxiv, 51; xxv, 30; Luke xiii, 28). 
Stephen was filled with the Spirit to 
serve tables, to work miracles, to bear 
testimony , and now in bis great hour 
of need to see J esus Christ in glory and 
die triumphantly <vi. 3. 5, 8, 10; vii, 55, 
00» . To be filled with and controlled by 
the Holy Spirit is our great and tm 
preme need for every occasion and all 
manner of service, for only thus shall 
we look up steadfastly and see the 
glory of God and J esus at Ilis riglu 
hand, something which we need to do 
in order to be steadfast in service and 
ready to live or die. This upward look 
and steadfast beholding of J esus at 
the right hand of the Father, alway s 
so necessary , were never more needful 
than now* in these awful day s of the 
European conflict, and this very morn­ 
ing iMay 8. 1015), as the papers an­ 
nounce the sinking of the Lusitania 
y esterday by torpedoes near Queens­

lives, we surely do need to look up 
steadfastly . With the earth so full of 
unrest and the rage of the devil, the 
destroy er and murderer, so manifest, 
there can be no peace of mind unless 
we see heaven opened and the Son of 
Man on the right hand of God and 
hear Him say , “ Be still and know that 
1 am God; 1 will be exalted in the 
earth,” and remember that He alone 
can make wars to cease on earth (Ps 
xlvi. 9-11). 
Stephen's discourse began 
with “ the God of glory ” and ended 
with “ the glory of God” (verses 2, 55» . 
and we must see the God of glory and 
rejoice in the hope of the glory of God 
if we would be patient in tribulation 
and run with patience the race set be­ 
fore us (Rom. v. 1-3; Eleb. xii, 1-3). 1 
am alway s helped and enabled to look 
up better by a study of the passages 
where heaven is opened and we see 
visions of God, for there is no rest of 
soul in things that are seen, but only in 
the unseen and eternal (Gen. xxviii, 
12-15; Ezek. i, 1, 2G-28; M att iii, 1G, 17; 
J ohn i, 51; Act3 vii, 50; x, 11; Rev. iv, 
1, 2; xix, 11-1G). It is restful to remem­ 
ber that there is One on the throne who 
is alway s quiet and unmoved and can 
do as He pleases and has all powder, 
and no thought of His can be hindered 
(Isa. vi. 1; Ps. cxxxv, 0; J ob xiii. 2. 
margin). 
He has told us not to be afraid to be 
killed, for to the believer to die is gain, 
to depart is to be with Christ, which is 
very far better; to be absent from the 
body is to be present with the Lord 
(Matt. x. 28; II Cor. v, 8; Phil, i, 21-23) 
Our Golden Text does not tell us that 
we will be saved if we continue faith­ 
ful till we die. but that as believers, 
saved and kept by Ilis faithfulness, 
we must expect the hatred of the devil, 
and if we are faithful, even though we 
die for it. we will receive a crown of 
I life, which is the special reward for 
j patient endurance. See also J as. i, 12. 
Stephen's testimony as to what he 
saw led these servants of the devil to 
( stop their ears at what they consider- 
; ed his blasphemy , rush upon him, cast 
him out of the city and stone him to 
death. Then he saw indeed that w hich 
! he had seen a dew moments before 
from his mortal Body . and he was for- 
( ever with his L« >rd. far bey ond the 
i reach of all his enemies. 
His last 
words are memorable: “ Lord J esus, 
receive my spirit. ’ and "Lord, lay not 
I Shis sin to their ci arge” (verses 59-60) 
They remind us >f two of the seven 
say ing s of Christ on the cross, as re­ 
corded in Luke xxili, 34. 4G. 
Saul was 
consenting unto his death and kept the 
raiment of them who slew him. and he 
never forgot it (vii. 58; viii. 1; xxii. 20»

In Hundreds of Cities and 


Towns March 4- \1. 
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"^ HIS is “ baby y ear” and during 
the week March 4-11 practically 
2,000 cities and towns through­ 
out the United States will pay 
homage 
to 
his 
majesty 
the 
baby . 
Promoted by the children’s bureau, de­ 
partment of labor, and sanctioned by 
women’s 
clubs, 
civic 
organizations, 
state boards of health, the entire medi­ 
cal profession and by countless thou­ 
sands of mothers, baby week this y ear 
will surpass all others in scope and in 
beneficial results. 
The object of baby week is briefly 
stated by Miss J ulia C. Lathrop, chief 
of the children's bureau, who say s: 
“ Health authorities unite in say ing 
that public interest is now needed to 
put into operation methods for infant 
welfare which are well ascertained and 
tested. 
The observance of a baby 
week is an expedient for securing at­ 
tention to facts about the needs of ba­ 
bies which are well known by scien­ 
tific authorities and which if popular­ 
ized will greatly reduce the loss of 
infant life throughout this country .” 
The federal children's bureau believes 
that baby week will give more parents 
a chance to learn the accepted princi­ 
ples of infant care and will awaken ev­ 
ery American to his responsibility for 
the deaths of the 300.000 babies who, 
according to the census estim ates, die 
every y ear before they are twelve 
months old. 
The letters about baby week come in 
from every state in the Union and 
from every ty pe of community , such 
as a Colorado settlem ent forty miles 
from a railroad, a club of women on 
one of the government reclamation 
projects, a Montana coal mining town 
with a large foreign population, a 
southern mill village and a club of 
farm women 
in a 
middle western 
state. 


“ Baby Health Is Texas W ealth.” 


Texas has its own baby week slogan 
—“ Baby Health Is Texas Wealth"— 
and Mississippi has started a competi 
tion to secure a slogan for that state. 
North Dakota reports plans for a state 
wide 
essay 
contest 
in 
the 
public 
schools. 
In some state campaigns the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs, 
the state university extension depart­ 
ment, the state health officials and 
those who are especially interested in 
education are all co-operating in the 
baby week campaign. 
Many large cities are going to have 
a baby w eek. Definite plans are under 
way in 
Albany , 
Baltimore, Boston, 
Cleveland, 
Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, 
Philadelphia. Richmond, San Francis­ 
co, Washington and other cities. 
New' 
York had a successful baby week in 
1914 and will probably hold another j 
this y ear in the late spring. 
In its suggestions for baby week ob­ 
servance the children’s bureau lay s 
special emphasis on the opportunity it 
affords for extending permanent work 
for infant welfare, such as infant wel- j 
fare stations, visiting nursing, special 
nursing and instruction for prospective 
mothers, city inspection of milk, spe- j 
eial work for the prevention of blind- J 
ness and little mothers’ classes and 
home nursing instruction for school j 
girls in the upper grades. 
How did baby week happen? 
It is a long story in which many per­ 
sons and many organizations have had 1 
a part. 
Before ever a baby week was thought 
of the baby shows of a few’ y ears ago 
had been developing into baby health 
conferences and the community ’s re­ 
sponsibility for baby welfare had been 
taken with increasing seriousness by 
various elements in the community . 
Then Chicago, in the spring of 1914. 
through the co-operation of public au­ 
thorities and volunteer organizations, 
set apart a week for discussing the 
needs of tbe babies in the newspapers 
and at meetings and by every modern 
method of publicity . 
New York held a baby week in J une 
of the same y ear, when a citizens’ com­ 
mittee, with representatives of busi­ 
ness men and of women’s clubs, of the 
city board of health and of various in­ 
fant welfare and charitable organiza­ 
tions, put through with characteristic 
enterprise and speed a campaign of 
popular 
education 
with 
the 
slogan 
“ Better Babies, Better Mothers, Better 
City .” 
Last y ear Pittsburgh had a 
baby week, and Topeka and Grand 
Rapids and Indianapolis and perhaps 
half a dozen other cities. 
These baby weeks were epoch mak­ 
ing. 
They led to permanent results in 
extending the work for babies in their 
own communities, and, perhaps most 
important of all, they gave an example 
of effectiveness which led the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs with its 
2,000,000 mem hers to say last autumn. 
If a baby week is a good thing here 
end there, why not every where? 
The federation laid its plan before 
the children’s bureau of the United 
States department of labor, a federal 
bureau which is concerned with all 
matters relating to the welfare of chil­ 
dren and which has devoted special 
study to the problem of infant mortal­ 
ity . 
The children’s bureau believed in 
baby week and pledged its co-opera­ 
tion. 
It compiled a special bulletin of 
detailed practical suggestions for baby 
week and undertook to supply infor­ 
mation about infant welfare to all who 
were interested in the movement.

Idea, Originating In Chicago 
Two Years Ago, Now Fos­ 


tered by All the States. 


The 
idea 
was 
instantly 
popular. 
Newspapers all over the country gave 
it generous publicity , and the number 
and variety of organizations that in­ 
dorsed baby week and promised to help 
were surprising. 
It is perhaps not surprising that for­ 
ty -seven state departments of health 
approved of baby week and gave it 
such assistance as they could, referring 
to it in their official bulletins, writing 
public letters of indorsement, advising 
in local campaigns or lending slid es 
and exhibits and giving leaflets on in­ 
fant welfare. 
I11 a few’ states and 
cities the departments or boards of 
health have a special division of child 
hy giene, but the others have also been 
actively interested in baby week. 
The co-operation of national organi­ 
zations interested in children’s health 
problems was assured immediately — 
such, for example, as the National Con­ 
gress of Mothers and Parent Teacher 
Associations, the Association of Collegi­ 
ate Alumnae, the Association For Study 
and Prevention of Infant Mortality , 
the 
Association 
For 
Public 
Health 
Nursing, the Association For the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis and 
many others. 
Then forty -four state universities, 
through their departments of home 
economics or their extension divisions, 
promoted 
the 
observance 
of 
baby 
week, especially in villages and rural 
districts. 
Women’s clubs of all ty pes or city 
or county health officers or volunteer 
associations doing iufant w’elfare work 
or visiting nursing have, one or the 
other of them, taken the initiative in 
the actual planning of a local observ­ 
ance. 
The Baby ’s Weight. 
In order to know whether a baby is 
developing properly it is necessary to 
weigh him at regular intervals. 
The 
average weight of girl babies at birth 
is seven pounds, while boy s are a few 
ounces heavier. Vii ere will usually be 
a slig ht falling off in the first few 
day s of life, while the mother’s milk is 
getting established, but this is quiekly 
regained. 
During the first month he should gain 
about three-quarters of an ounce eaeh 
day , after this from four to six ounces 
a week up to the sixth month and 
from the sixth to the w vlfth month 
two to four ounces a week. 
At three months the average baby 
weighs twelve to fourteen pounds, at 
six months fifteen to sixteen pounds 
at nine months seventeen to eighteen 
pounds and at one y ear twenty to 
twenty -two pounds. 
The baby thus 
usually doubles his weight at five or 
six months and at the end of his first 
y ear weig hs three times as much as at 
birth. 
Most babies do not gain quite 
steadily week by week. There may be 
short periods during which, owing to 
the excessive heat, when the food is 
reduced or the baby is cutting a trou 
blesome tooth, he will show no gain 
and may even fall off a little. 
This 
should be 
very 
temporary , and 
be 
ought to begin to gain 
a s soon as the 
disturbance subsides. 
Bottle fed infants do not gain as rap­ 
idly during the first months as breast 
fed babies do, but after the ninth 
month they are apt to gain rather more 
steadily , because they do not lose 
weight as breast fed babies usually do 
at the time of weaning. 


Babies Often Too Fat. 
A very fat baby is not to be desired. 
Although mothers are prone to believe 
that a fat baby is a healthy one, this 
is not necessarily tme. 
An exclusive 
diet of certain of the proprietary infant 
foods, consisting largely of sugar or of 
starch, is apt to produce excessive fat 
and g ive a false impression of abound­ 
ing health, since bones and muscles 
may thus be deprived of their proper 
nourishment. 
Overfat babies are un­ 
comfortable in the summer from prick­ 
ly beat and other ills. 
A healthy baby has a well rounded

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body , without wads and cushions of 
fat or pendulous cheeks and pudgy 
legs. 
He has springy muscles and Is 
alert, active and full of life and mo­ 
tion. 
Most families in the country have a 
household scale of some sort which can 
be used for weighing the baby . 
Ordi­ 
nary grocery scales having a balance 
are best, as it is hard to weigh accu­ 
rately 011 spring scales, but if care­ 
fully used tlie latter kind are far bet­ 
ter than none. 
It sometimes happens that a nursing 
baby does not thrive, and the mother 
concludes she must wean him. 
In such 
cases the quantity of breast milk is 
probably at fault, and the baby needs 
some supplementary feeding. 
To de­ 
termine this the baby should be weigh­ 
ed, immediately before and nfter each 
nursing, for twenty -four hours. 
The 
baby must be dressed in exactly tbe 
same clothes both times. 
If this is 
accurately done the mother will be 
able to learn just what quantity of 
breast milk he is getting and to what 
extent it may need to be supplemented 
with cow’s milk. 
A city mother in reach of infant wel­ 
fare stations may have at all times a 
trustworthy record of her baby ’s weight 
if she will take him there to be weigh­ 
ed at regular intervals. 


Health Conferences Planned. 


Children's health conferences are to 
| be held during baby week in many 
communities. 
This modern health con­ 
ference for well children marks the 
passing of the old idea that a mother's 
instinct is an unerring guide to the wis­ 
est and best way to care for her child. 
It is a recognition of tbe fact that 
there is a great body of scientific 
knowledge which can save from blun­ 
ders and from suffering. 
There was a day not so long ag o 
when we ridiculed as a wild notion of 
the antipodes the idea that a phy si­ 
cian’s function was not primarily to 
heal the sick, but to keep well people 
well. 
Now n periodic phy sical exam i­ 
nation to discover hidden signs of pos­ 
sible trouble is recognized by phy si­ 
cians and lay men its the surest way of 
conserving health, and many busy men 
and women submit to such exam ina­ 
tions as a matter <>f course. 
Tbe children's health conference ap­ 
plies this principle to babies and chil­ 
dren. 
There are several ty pes of con­ 
ferences. all having in common the fol­ 
lowing features: Thorough phy sical ex­ 
amination of tlie babies by competent 
phy sicians according to some definitely 
outlined plan, a record of the examina­ 
tion being given to the parents, and 
personal interviews between phy sicians 
and parents, in which the needs of the 
baby are pointed out and the general 
hy giene best suited to the baby under 
consideration is dwelt upon. 


Views of Leading Women. 


Mrs. Percy V. Penny backer, presi 
dent of the General Federation of Wo­ 
men’s Clubs, said of baby week:

o ther o ne. 
Ro ughly , the fo ur gro up- 
wili co nsist o f: 
1. 
England, France, Russia and 
Italy . 
2. 
The Germani« * natio ns. 
3. 
The Scandinavian co untries— 
Sweden, No rway and Denmark. 
4. 
The Balkan sta tes. 
No . 1, it will be seen, is the present 
entente lineup. 
The English o pinio n 
is that Italy , o riginally allied with 
Germany and Austria-Hungary , but 
no w o n the entente’s side, will stay 
o n the latter side. 
So me pessimists 
predict that the war’s end will no t 
find England and Russia o n go o d 
terms, 
but 
this 
isn’t 
the general 
view. 
As to what Germany and Austria- 
Hungary will o r will npt gain o r lo se 
as a result o f the war, there are no 
end 
o f 
different 
predictio ns. 
To 
cho o se between them is unnecessary 
— suffice it to sa y that the English 
do n’t expect the Germans to be a ct­ 
ually exterminated o r their co untry 
partitio ned in its entirety . 
It is co nceded that there will still 
be a Germany. 
That any Austria-Hungary will lie 
left, ho wever, as an individual co un­

GORES STATEM ENT DENIED 


Hou se Wiil Probably Relu ctantly Ac­ 
cede to President's Demands and 
Vote 
Down 
Measu re—Senate 
to 
Force Vote on Gore's Resolu tion. 


Washington, 
March 
3.—Senator 
Gore of Ok lahoma, one of the Demo­ 
cratic leaders, startled the senate by 
charging that President Wilson had 
told Senators Stone and Kern that u n­ 
less Germany hark ed down on the su b­ 
marine issu e he wou ld sever diplomat­ 
ic relations; that war probably wou ld 
follow; 
that this might not necessar­ 
ily be an evil to the United States, as 
it wou ld bring the Eu ropean stru ggle 
to a conclu sion by midsu mmer and 
render a great service to civilization. 
Senator Gore challenged 
Senator 
S tor'\ chairman of the foreign rela­ 
tions committee, and Senator Kern to 
deny that the president had made the 
extraordinary remark s attribu ted to 
him. 
Senator Stone entered a denial, 
and Senator Kern said that Senator 
Gore was misinformed. 
The White Hou se issu ed an u nqu ali­ 
fied denial of any u tterance on the 
part of the [» resident to which any 
su ch meaning cou ld be attached as 
was set forth by the blind senator 
from Ok lahoma. 
From 
an 
au thoritative sou rce 
it 
was learned that the president in his 
conference with members of congress, 
had said that a diplomatic, break with 
Germany wou ld follow the torpedoing 
of an armed merchant vessel with a 
loss of American life, and that it had 
been represented to this government 
that su ch a break wou ld probably 
mean war. 
The president also ex­ 
pressed 
the 
opinion 
that 
enforced | 
participation of the United States in 
the Eu roi>ean stru ggle might resu lt 
in bringing it to an end in six months. 
The objection 
to 
Senator Gore’s 
statem ent of the president’s remark s 
■was that the senator seemed to con­ 
vey the idea that the president was 
becoming belligerent, and w-as inclined 
to the belief that participation in the 
war wou ld not be a bad thing for this 
cou ntry. 
On the contrary, the president, in 
-all his talk s with members of con­ 
gress, insisted that w-ar was the last 
thing that he wanted, and that his, 
and not congress’ cou rse was the one 
that wou ld insu re peace. 
Situ ation Improves. 
As the resu lt of the shock given to 
congress 
by 
Senator 
Gore’s 
state­ 
ments on the floor of the senate, the 
situ ation in regard to the armed m er­ 
chantman issu e has improved in Mr. 
Wilson’s favor. 
The senate responded qu ick ly from 
the effects of the debate, and a poll 
by the leaders show-ed that a majority 
was safely in hand for the tabling of 
the Gore and the Jam es warning res­ 
olu tions. 
Those 
in 
control 
of 
the senate 
reached an agreement to bring the 
m atter to a vote. 
On the hou se side also debate in 
congress has had a sobering effect, 
bu t the sentiment in favor of the Mc- 
I^amore warning resolu tion is still 
dangerou sly strong. 
The general belief in Washington 
is that the hou se, althou gh at present 
opposed to Hr* president, finally will 
follow- the lead of the 
senate, and on 
appeal to the patriotism of the mem­ 
bers to stand behind the president. 
From an au thoritative sou rce it was 
learned that, this is what occu rred at 
the conference between the president 
and the congress leaders which gave 
rise to Senator Gore’s startling state­ 
ments; 
“The president told the senate lead­ 
ers that the way to avoid war was to 
convince the 
rest of the world that 
the people of the United States w-ere 
standing solidly behind the execu tive. 
He added that the cou rse which con 
gress was seek ing to pu rsu e wou ld 
lead toward war, and not away from 
it, becau se a yielding in the present 
case wou ld resu lt in fu rther cu rtail­ 
ment of American rights.” 
The whole tenor of the president’s 
interview witli members of congress 
was that he was striving ardently for 
peace; that he had in fact come to be 
k nown as a leader who w-ou ld k eep 
the United States ou t of the war and 
it was to continu e in this same cou rse 
that he w'as u rging congress to rectify 
its mistak e 


State Department Denies Protest 
Germany Against Cou rt Action. 
Washington, March 3.—The United 
States government has 
denied the 
protest of Germany against the pro­ 
ceedings started in the United States 
district cou rt at Norfolk by the origin­ 
al owners of the prize ship Appam to 
recover the vessel hy libel. 
At the 
same time that Secretary Lansing in­ 
formed the German embassy of this 
fact he sent to Cou nt von Bernstorff 
the state departm ent’s decision as to 
whether the Pru ssian-American treat­ 
ies of 1799 and 1328 gave the German 
prize crew commander the right to 
k eep the Appam at NVu qiort News as 
a German prize, pending the close of 
the war. 
What this latter decision was, neith­

Upon many of the 
most obscu re points in his life these 
discoveries shed u nexpected light. 
On 
other points, which were thou ght to be 
settled, history will be greatly changed 
The principal facts abou t his life, 
briefly set forth, are as follow’s: 
Abou t April 23. 1564. William Shak e 
speare was born. 
He was baptized on 
the 26th of the same month in the pal­ 
ish chu rch of his birthplace. Stratford 
on-Avon, in Warwick shire. 
Ills father, John Shak esi» eare, was 
a prosperou s glover, a bu rgess of the 
corporation of Stratford, the owner of 
a farm. He sent William, it is thou ght, 
to the free gram m ar school in Strat 
ford, bu t withdrew him at the age of 
thirteen becau se lie had lost most of 
his fortu ne. 
William Shu k espeu rc married in 1582 
(being then eighteen) Anne Hathaway, 
eight y ears his senio r. 
His first child, 
Susanna, was baptized May 26 , 158 3, 
and tw lns, Hamnejt and J udith, were 


In 1610 he left London to live at New 
place. Stratford. 
It was in 1613 that 
he pu rchased for £ 140 a freehold hou se 
in Biack friars, London, near the W ard­ 
robe. He died at Stratford April 23 . 1616.

“Bill" Shak espeare, as the poet Percy

Thou sands of people of all nationali­ 
ties- and classes in all parts of the 
greater city wiil honor in the next tw-o 
months the memory of the poet in any 
way they choose, and from these par 
ticipants in the local celebrations will 
be selected choru ses and acting grou p i 
for n great commu nity masqu e to be 
given in the month of May. 
Similar celebrations will he held in 
other cities and towns in all sections 
of the United States and Canada and 
probably in some Eu ropean and Sou tli 
American cities, althou gh at these lat­ 
ter places on a smaller scale.

N either the driving power nor the 
wide scojie of the attack s of last week 
were manifest in the renewal of op­ 
erations. and the German efforts to 
mak e fu rther headway w-ere w-ithou t 
su ccess. 
A new center of activity in 
this region 
is developed to the west 
of the Meu se, abou t I^e Mort Homme, 
on the Cote De L’Oie, between Malan- 
cou rt and the loop of the Meu se. 
So 
far there has been infantry attack s 
in this qu arter, bu t the bombardment 
has been exceedingly violent. 
The renewal of the German assau lt 
on the French lines abou t Dou au mont 
was preceded by a lavish u se of artil­ 
lery. 
Several infantry attack s were 
made, bu t all w-ere thrown hack hy 
the French fire, which cau sed heavy 
losses to the Germans. 
The bombardment by the German 
artillery, 
which 
extended over the 
whole front in this sector also was of 
especial 
violence on 
the Cote Du 
Poivre, 
northeast 
of 
Bras. 
Every­ 
where the French gu ns replied with 
energy, devoting special attention to 
the lines of commu nication behind the 
German lines. 
To the sou theast of 
the 
Verdu n 
sector 
a t 
Vfgn^u lles, 
French long range gu ns bombarded 
the railw ay station, starting two fires, 
setting fire to several trains and de­ 
stroying a locomotive. 
The exact figu res giving the French 
losses in the Verdu n fighting have 
been given by General Gallieni to the 
committee of military affairs of the 
chamber of depu ties. The figu res were 
not m ade pu blic, bu t the statem ent is 
made that tfie.v were not high. Accord­ 
ing to estim ates given by the Petit 
Parish n. the Germans have lost be­ 
tween 125,000 and 130,000 men in this

In the official statem ent issu ed at 
Berlin the only mention of the Verdu n 
campaign is that the French made 
fru it less cou nter attack s against the 
Dou au mont fort, where some Branden­ 
bu rg troops are holding the position

drive. 
The 
heavy German gu ns have destroyed 
Fort Vau x, ju st w-est of Damlou p and 
northoast of Verdu n, according to u n­ 
confirmed renorts qu oted in a Central 
News dispatch from Amsterdam, hu t 
the G erm ans have beon u nable to oc­ 
cu py the position becau se of the fire 
of heavy French artillery covering the 
approaches.

Amsterdam 
from German sou rces also state that 
the Germ ans have concentrated 90,000 
men near Bu zy, on the Metz-Verdu n 
railway east of Etain, and that these 
are aw aiting fu rther reinforcements 
from the Argonne before joining in a 
new- offensive against Verdu n. 
The attack made hy the Germans 
on Fresnes won them a temporary 
foothold in the French trenches, bu t 
they w-ere ou sted from their gains hy 
a cou nter attack u ndertak en at once. 
After several days of artillery ac­ 
tivity along the British front in Ar­ 
tois, the British made a su ccessfu l in­ 
fantry attack on the position over­ 
look ing 
the 
Ypres-Comines 
canal, 
which they lost on Feb. 14. 
Not only 
was the lost position regained, hu t 
the attdck penetrated and captu red a 
small salient in the original German 
line. 
There was mu ch artillery activity 
on both sides from Vierstraat to Boes- 
inghe.

Washington, March 3.—Final agree­ 
m ent was reached by the house mili­ 
tary committee on its bill for the in­ 
crease of the army, and it will be re­ 
ported unanimously to the house early 
next week. 
In round figures, the measure would 
authorize the formation of an army 
composed of regulars, national guards­ 
men and federal volunteers with a 
total peace strength of approximately 
700,000 men. 
It provides for a maximum strength 
of 170,000 fighting troops for th e reg­ 
ular army, for a minimum of 425,000 
for the national guard within five 
years, and for organization of federal 
volunteers through an extension of a 
summer training camp idea. 
It is es­ 
timated that 100,000 men can be en­ 
rolled in the latter force. 
The bill retains provision for or­ 
ganization of industrial and technical 
reserves behind the fighting lines and 
authorizes the creation of a board of 
officers to control an industrial mobil­ 
ization in time of war or imminence 
of war. 
It also provides that manu- 
faturers of war m aterials must give 
immediate preference to government 
orders in war time or when there is 
danger of war, under heavy penalty 
for failure to do so. 
While the minimum strength of the 
regular army remained at 140,000, a 
change was made before the final vote 
to fix the maximum of fighting troops 
at 170,000. bringing the total author­ 
ized strength of the regular force, in­ 
cluding the hospital corps and other 
noneombatant troops to 
190,000. 
While all members of the commit­ 
tee will sign the bill, they do so under 
the reservation that they may support 
upon the floor of the house any am end­ 
m ent they desire. 


W ashington, March 3.—Growing in­

To the same extent officials resent 
strongly reports being spread broad­ 
cast in Berlin and being printed in 
Berlin newspapers as though based 
on reports being received from W ash­ 
ington by the German foreign office 
that congress is lined up anyw here 
from two to cne to five to one against 
the president’s insistence on the right 
of Americans to travel on British m er­ 
chant vessels armed for defense. 
In­ 
formation concerning these Berlin re­ 
ports was contained in a lengthy cable­ 
gram received at the state departm ent 
from United States Ambassador Ger­ 
ard, who declared that the impression 
existed strongly in the German capi­ 
tal, in official circles as well as on the 
streets, that the president has the 
backing neither of congress nor the 
country. 
The German embassy denies that 
any reports concerning the opjiosition 
to the president in congress had been 
sent to Berlin by the ambassador.
